metals. Bracelets, cuffs and 
necklaces gain in importance. 
Middle and Far Eastern 
touches, such as enamel and 
filigree, as well as anything on 
wire, or on a velvet or leather 
cord are important. Amber, 
horn, and semiprecious stones 
correspond to this season’s 
color palette. 


The collections at the follow- 
ing resources are not only 
impressive, but trend setting. 
TALISMAN UNLIMITED 
presents wonderful neck pieces 
— a Sterling silver 42" chain 
lariat, a 36" chain and semi- 
precious three-strand bead 
necklace with a scallop pen- 
dant, and a tourmaline/chain 
necklace with triangle pendant. 
Tiny silver drop earrings coor- 
dinate. Favoring darkly 
burnished brass and oxidized 
sterling pieces, GERARD 
YOSCA’s stones range from 
polished orbs of rock crystal to 
jasper, lapis, and amethyst 
chips — all combine with 
Austrian crystal and pearls. For 
a slightly Edwardian mood, 
GAETANO FAZIO (at Frag- 
ments) offers thin oxidized 
silver chains combined with 
delicate topaz, jet and garnet 
beads. PATRICIA LOCKE taps 
into the Far Eastern trend with 
Tibetan inspired necklaces, 
pins, earrings and cuffs with 
wood, copper, carnelian and 
tiger’s eye accents. CHRIS- 
TIAN LACROIX resurfaces 
with a jewelry collection (at 
Fragments), that’s domestically 
manufactured and more com- 
mercial in feeling. His bold 
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and fanciful pins adapt to day 
and eveningwear. CYN COL- 
LECTION proffers natural 
materials like horn beads, 
wood, leather and semiprecious 
stones. A faux bois (wood) 
effect is engraved into metal 
that’s plated in antique sterling 
silver. Key looks are modular 
bracelets of bead or chain that 
can be combined to form neck- 
laces. Detachable pendants can 
be added to these. Also eye- 
catching are the striped or 
spotted ebony/red mahogany 
bangles, and the whipstitched 
cuff in black, cranberry, gold 
and saddle leather with distinc- 
tive cross engraving. 


TRIFARI’s Shangri-La range 
plays up an ethnic color story 
in eggplant, curry, olive, deep 
purple, raisin, etc. Motifs 
including coins, hearts, urns 
and various organic shapes are 
interpreted with an Eastern 
flavor in necklaces, pendants, 
earrings, pins and bracelets. 
Cabochon beads and stones 
combine with mixed, molded 
and burnished metals for high- 
visibility day looks. Delicate 
lariats and oxidized brass/stone 
pendant necklaces take their 
cue from the Russian Imperial 
court and Edward II in DAYNE 
DUVALL’s dramatic collec- 
tion. ROXANNE ASSOULIN 
harkens back to the Victorians 
with “vintage” multi-strand 
necklaces, chokers and stick 
pins. CATHY FABRICANT for 
CF DESIGNS (at Yvette Fry) 
combines jet, garnet and crys- 
tal for her Edwardian inspired 
chokers. Gold filigree engraved 
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Throughout the holiday collec- 
tions, separates offer alternatives 
as well as sophisticated allure. 
The silhouette runs the gamut 
as skirt and jacket lengths vie 
for attention. New looks in- 
clude the column, in some 
cases replacing the “little” 
black dress with an ankle 
length hem. Another silhou- 
ette, which surfaced in the Fall 
collections, is the ball gown 
skirt — again, looking newest 
as a Separate. 


For MAGASHONI, TRACY 
REESE puts together a com- 
pact collection that 
complements curves. Stretch 
satin makes up many of the 
pieces with just a subtle matte 
shine, in ivory or black. Tradi- 
tional bodies, like the safari 
and pea jacket, work over a 
slender tuxedo pant or short 
slim skirt. To increase the 
glamour, try the satin “drop 
dead turtle dress,” floor skim- 
ming and sleeveless, with high 
neck and cut-out back. A great 
topper is the quilted ski parka 
in the same fabric. Some addi- 
tional pieces are in metallic 
gold mesh, which work back 
into the silk satin. 


VIVIENNE TAM also presents 
a tight collection with just the 
right amount of shimmer. Two 
colors, red and black predomi- 
nate, along with silver as the 
metallic of choice.
